Washington, 
March 
4.—Senator 
Spooner has written a letter to Gov 
ornor Davidson of Wisconsin tender­ 
ing hie resignation 
as a senator cf 
the United States to take effect May 
I. next. 
The letter was dated Satur­ 
day, but the fact that such a letter 
had been written or that Mr. Spooner 
contemplated 
resigning did 
not be­ 
come known in the senate until late 
Sunday, when it created great surprise 
and tho Wisconsin 
senator at once 
found himself 
th© subject 
of many 
anxious inquiries. 
To all be replied 
that his mind was fully made up. He 
had found, ho said, that to continue In 
his present position would require a 
sacrifice on his part that he could not 
justify himself In making. 
In reply to 
questions ho sold he would 
resume 
the practice of law', but 
declined to 
say whether he would 
he located in 
Wisconsin. 
He did say. however. Hint 
he would continue to bt; a citizen of 
that state as long as he lives. 
Vice President Fairbanks was one of 
the f e w men to he 
made acquainted 
with 
Mr. Spooner’s plans 
before he 
wrote 
his 
letter. 
Tile 
knowledge ; 
came to him through the personal con 
fldenee of the senator, but the latter 
made no official communication on the 1 
subject to either the 
senate or its j 
presiding officer. 
The law does not 
require 
that 
a 
resigning 
senator I 
should do more than Mr. Spooner has ; 
done, but some senators who have re­ 
signed have given notice to the sen- ; 
ate. 
Following is the text 
of Senator ; 
Spooner’s 
letter to the 
governor of 1 
Wisconsin: 


To Take Effect in May. 
—x hereby resign the office of 
senator of the United States from the 
state of Wisconsin, the resignation lo 
take effect on the first 
day of May. 
1907. 
"Poth by law and custom the fore- 
going formula s u ffic e s , 
but I cannot j 
bring myself to surrender 
the trust 
with which Wisconsin has so long and J 
so highly honored me Tty a curt s e n ­ 
tence, which includes no word tither 
of explanation or of gratitude 
“On the fourth day 
of March, in­ 
stant. T shall have served in all sixteen 
years 
as a senator. 
This 
is a long 
time for one, neither wdlling nor finan­ 
cially able permanently 
to abandon 
It, to take from his profession. 
It has 
been taken from mine, for T have m f 
thought it compatible 
with the- fell 
and uninterrupted discharge of public 
duty to pursue it. and I have therefore, 
during my service w’ith two or three 
trifling exceptions, purely local, abso­ 
lutely abstained therefrom. 
“For years private duty has plainly 
demanded of me an early return to tho 
firaetice of my profession and I have 
Hover since I last took the oat Ii of 
office wavered in the determination to 
retire from public life on the expira­ 
tion of my 
present term. 
March 3. 
1909. 
T might 
well content 
mvseM 
with a public declaration it is of my 
purpose so to retire if it were not for 
a like declaration made on a former 
and similar occasion, 
and what fol­ 
lowed it. 


Had Previously Desired to Retire. 
“In 
the 
year 
1900 
I 
announced 
through tho press over my signature 
to the Republicans of Wisconsin that 
I had ‘unalterably determined’ tTTYo- 
tire from public life at the expiration 
of the term ending March 3, 1903, un­ 
less I should deem It. my duty to re 
sign at an earlier 
date. 
I justified 


the announcement so long In mind up­ 
on the ground that 
the people, and 
those who might aspire to the office 
were entitled seasonably to know from 
me that I would not accept a re elec­ 
tion. Despite that declaration, circum­ 
stances, with which tile people of the 
state are familiar, and which, there­ 
fore, 
need not 
he here 
recounted, 
seemed to make it my duty to accept 
a re-election, proffered as it was in 
a manner which rendered it at once a 
command and a finer honor than any 
which I had ever dreamed would come 
to me: one indeed which ought to sat­ 
isfy the pride and 
ambition of any 
man. 
A similar declaration bv me at 
this time, however 
strongly 
phrased 
(and it could not 
he more strongly 
phrased) would, I am persuaded, prove 
unavailing to withdraw my name from 
consideration 
during 
the next 
two 
years, as did that which I so public­ 
ly and unreservedly made in 1900. 
“ As my purpose to retire from pub­ 
lic life is and has been irrevocable. I 
am unwilling to lie further considered 
In connection with an office which I 
could not in the circumstances accept. 
“ A senator will he chosen for the 
term 
beginning 
on the 
fourth 
of 
March, 1909, 
and there will 
be and 
should be during tile next two years 
grave and wide consideration among 
the 
people as to 
the person 
upon 
whom the honor 
shall be bestowed. 
After much thought I deem it to lie 
my duty, all things considered, to the 
people of the slate and to the party 
to whose partiality I am indebted for 


the highest honors within its gift, to 
take myself now beyond recall from 
tin* 
field of possible choice. 
I 
am, 
therefore, impelled, not only for the 
reasons 
suggested, but 
also that I 
may be free to devote to tho charge of 
private duty, tex) long neglected, the 
remainder of my term, to resign I he 
office at this time while the legisla­ 
ture is in session to choose a senator 
for the unexpired portion thereof. 
“I avail myself of this opportunity 
to say, albeit I ain sure it is not need­ 
ful. that I arn inexpressibly grateful to 
the Republicans of Wisconsin for the 
generous and abiding confidence which 
has b d them three times to elect m e 
Jo tim high 
office of senator 
of tho 
United States.’’

although it has resulted in the death 
of six men and possibly fatal injuries 
to two more. 
The belief that tis many 
as thirty men were dead in the mine 
tins been dissipated bv the fact thaT 
no one is looking for missing relatives 
or friends 
and 
also 
by a thorough 
search of the workings. 
There were 
twelve 
men all 
told who 
received 
burns 
or other hurts 
and eight 
of 
these were in suqh a serious condition 
that thev could not leave the hospital 
Six of th*' eight, died Sunday. 
This 
is the first serious 
accident 
that has occurred at the Holden col 
fiery since it was opened up twenty- 
six years ago.

Resignation of Senator Spooner Wa3 
Unexpected. 
Milwaukee, 
March 
4.—The 
an­ 
nouncement 
from Washington 
that

tion to Governor James O. Davidson, 
to take effect on May I, next, came 
as 
a complete surprise

Governor Davidson, when communi­ 
cated with over th*; long distance tele­ 
phone, said he had not yet received 
the resignation and could hardly be­ 
lieve it to be true. 
As to Senator Spooner’s successor

successor to fill the unexpired term, 
which would end with March I, 1909, 
or two years hence.

Pittsburg, March 4.—The New York- 
Pittsburg fiver on

Dozen Other Persons Injured by Dyna 
mite Explosion. 
Now York. March 4.—A round up of 
tunnel employes and a canvas of the 
neighborhood 
revealed the 
dam ag* 
wrought when several pounds of dyna 
mite exploded at Homestead, 
N. J., 
Saturday night. 
One man, George Johnson, a switch 
man, 
is missing and is 
believed to 
have been blown to atoms; four per 
sons 
were severely, 
and twice 
as 
many slightly injured; the plant of 
the Pennsylvania railroad contractors 
was wrecked; ono house was torn to 
pieces; 400 houses lost their windows, 
while a half dozen homes and Gever 
naud’s silk factory wrere considerably 
-damaged. 
The seriously injured were 
removed to a hospital, where it was 
said all would recover 
The dynamite w-as th© property of 
Bradley & Sons, the contractors who 
are building that section of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad’s North river tun 
nel connecting the Jersey 
side with 
New York city. 
It was 
stored in a 
frame building twenty by forty feet, 
located about 1,200 feet from the pro­ 
posed end of the tunnel, where 120 
men 
were 
working under 
ground. 
None of these were Injured.

Citizens of an Ohio Town Threatened 
Men Who Drugged Young Girls. 
Marietta, ()., March 4.— A lynching 
seemed imminent here 
early in the 
evening 
when a 
large crowd 
sur­ 
rounded the city jail, where Walter 
W. Savage of Syracuse, 
N. Y., anti 
^rtdy Coruthors were imprisoned. 
Savage 
is an 
advertising 
sketch 
artist and has been here about a week, 
occupying a window in the Dime Sav­ 
ings Society building. 
He has made 
a speciality of getting young girls to 
allow him to take their pictures. 
About I o’clock in the afternoon, it 
is charged, he had six young girls be­ 
tween twelve arid fourteen years in 
his room, gave them whiskey, wine 
and beer and administered some kind 
of drug. 
At ff o’clock in the evening 
tho police discovered that some*bing 
was wrong 
and upon 
investigating 
found all six of tile girls unconscious, 
lying on the floor. 
The girls and tho two mon. Cortith- 
ors having been found 
in tho room, 
were taken 
to the city 
jail. 
Physi­ 
cians were summoned and made an 
■oxaminnth.n of .Lim girls and admin is 
tor od emetics which caused them to 
vomit, and about 
7 o’clock they had 
partly regained 
consciousness. 
The 
girls claim that the men forced them 
to drink. 
The 
physicians are 
con­ 
vinced that two of the girls are vic­ 
tims of an attempted assault. 
Under 
guard of the entire police force, tho 
men were rushed to tile county jail, 
which is on the fifth floor of the court­ 
house building 
The sheriff and his deputies assist­ 
ed by the police are guarding the pris­ 
oners.

INCREASE IN PAY ROLL 


New Law Increases Pay of Employes in 


Postoffice 
From 
$100 to $200 a 


Year Each—In Effect July 1st 
> The new postoffice law which takes 
effect July lHt will have the effect of in­ 
creasing the salary of every employe in 
tho local office excepting the assistant 
postmaster, whoso pay is based on tho 
receipts of tho office and is affected only 
in tho same manner as is tho postmast­ 
er's. Tho pay of the rural carriers, 
which is now $60 per month, has been 
increased to $75. 
Under provisions of 
the new law the various grades of post­ 
office clerks and carriers will receive 
$000, $800, 8900, $1,(XX), $1,100 and $1,200 
a year. 
The present limit is $1,000 in 
first class offices and $750 in second class 
for carriers. 
Every man who will havo 
been in his present grade one year on 
July I will receive an advance of HOO, 
except the $0(X) men, and they will be 
jumped to $800. 
In the futuro there will be an annual 
increase of $100 for every man who has 
been in a certain grade for one year and 
has a satisfactory efficiency 
record. 
Therefore a clerk or carrier can advance 
one grade a year up to $1,200 in an office 
of the first class and to $1,000 in an 
office of the secondclass, which includes 
the Brainerd office.

Too Muoh Meat Eaten— Starch and 
Sugar Declared Best Food For S u s ­ 
tenance of Physical Exertion. 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of chemiatry of the departm ent 
of agriculture, Is authority 
for tin* 
statem ent timt every mon eats every 
day “I per cent of his weight in dry 
foods, and it requires a hundred (Lays 
for him to eat his own bead off.” If a 
man eats lees he will lose weight, Dr. 
Wiley asserts, and if he eats more lie 
will gain, which will bo gcxxl news to 
die fat who want to get thin and the 
thin who w ant to get fat, says a Wash 
Ington correspondent of the New York 
Herald. 
I>r. Wiley adds that every 
person should consume four aud n half 
pounds of solids and liquids every day. 
but in doing the ordinary work of a 
government clerk tills amount Is nt>ove 
the average. 
To the house committee on expendi­ 
tures of the department of agriculture 
Dr. Wiley recently said he had never 
made an investigation to determine the 
I jest foods for mental labor, b ut be be­ 
lieved the general opinion that part ic 
ular kinds of foods nourished particu­ 
lar parts of tlie body was quite erro 
neons. 
“Nerve and brain foods are ndver 
tised, but they are all nonsense,” said 
Dr. Wiley. “Nor do drugs have a fat­ 
tening effect. On the contrary, most of 
them have a degrading effect. Arsenic 
up to a certain point lins a fattening 
effect. 
A man gains in weight for a 
time and then dies. But that Is a poi 
son. 
“A m an may drink a glass of typhoid 
germs if lie is iii vigorous health and 
may* fiot get typhoid fever, because his 
system may throw off the poison, but 
if he is broken down one of the germs 
will produce typhoid. Not u man but 
has a pneumonia germ in his mouth. 
It will not affect tin) healthy being, but 
let a man get a cold and it will take its 
seat in bis lungs.” 
“W hat do you consider tlio best food 
for a man to eat?” asked Chairman 
Littlefield. 
“I Blink a man ought to choose his 
own ration,” replied Dr. Wiley. “Lots 
of people are vegetarians. I think we 
eat too much meat for health. For tho 
sustenance of physical exertion lf you 
have hard work to do there is nothing 
better than starch or sugar. The cereal 
eating nations can endure mon) physic­ 
al toil than the meat eating nations. 
That is not the accepted view, but is 
true. You cannot tiro out a Japanese, 
who eats rice, 
lie will draw you all 
around tile town on a pound of rice 
and be as fresh at the close of the day 
as when he started. 
You could not do 
bint on a pound of meet to save your 
life.” 
Dr. Wiley told the committee of Ids 
“boys” in Ids “poison squad.” 
“Tins is 
the fifth year,” he said, “that we have 
been testing the effect upon healbi and 
digestion of preservatives, colors and 
other substances that have been com­ 
monly used J ii our foods. 
“Tile young men are first allowed to 
eat wholesome food. 
We buy the best 
In the market. 
It is carefully inspect­ 
ed by myself and analyzed. They have 
a preliminary period, during which we 
vary bio ration, so that they do not 
either gain or lose in weight. 
Then we 
add a small quantity of one of the 
preservatives, like borax, adding half 
a grain a day to their food.
